CCA  at  ULI  Fall  Meeting 
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Jessica  Lall,  CCA's  President  &  CEO,  spoke  at  several  events  at  the  Urban  Land  Institute  (ULI)  Fall  Meeting  that  took  place  in 
DTLA  this  week. 

•  MyFiq  -  Jessica  gave  an  overview  of  the  current  DTLA  landscape  to  the  Urban  Revitalization  Council.  She  also  spoke  on  a 
panel  on  MyFig  with  Ellen  Riotto,  South  Park  BID;  Bryan  Eck,  Department  of  City  Planning;  and  David  Somers, 
Department  of  Transportation.  The  panel  was  moderated  by  Robert  Buente,  1010  Development  Corporation. 

•  DTLA  Development  -  Jessica  met  with  a  group  of  ULI  Canada  members  who  came  to  LA  to  examine  strategic  interventions 
of  development  or  infrastructure  that  have  served  to  trigger  positive  city  outcomes. 

•  DTLA  Imagined  -  Jessica  spoke  on  a  panel  about  how  DTLA  is  "America's  Next  Great  City"  with  Hal  Bastian,  Hal  Bastian 
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Inc.;  Neils  Cotter,  Carmel  Partners;  Tom  Gilmore,  Gilmore  Associates;  Bea  Hsu,  Brookfield;  and  Kevin  Keller, 
Department  of  City  Planning.  Noel  Hyun,  DLA  Piper,  introduced  the  panelists.  They  discussed  how  the  transformation  of 
DTLA  happened  and  what  their  vision  is. 


Marie  Rumsey,  CCA's  Vice  President  of  Public  Policy,  gave  a  tour  of  South  Park  and  the  Arts  District  for  ULI's  Public/Private 
Partnership  Council.  ULI  members  learned  about  how  land  use  policies  unleashed  the  redevelopment  potential  in  DTLA  and  shaped 
the  type  of  housing  that  was  built. 


Homelessness  Policy  Committee 

This  week  at  CCA's  Homelessness  Policy  Committee,  members  learned  about  the  Permanent  Supportive  Housing  (PSH)  and 
Interim  Motel  Conversion  (IMC)  ordinances.  We  also  learned  about  United  Way's  HomeWalk  and  the  work  of  Shelter  Partnership. 

•  The  PSH  ordinance  will  streamline  the  approval  process  for  this  type  of  housing  that  is  critically  important  for  chronically 
homeless  individuals.  If  approved  by  the  City  Council,  the  ordinance  will  raise  the  threshold  for  site  plan  review  and  remove 
parking  requirements.  The  IMC  ordinance  will  allow  for  current  motels  to  be  converted  to  housing  for  homeless  individuals. 
CCA  members  voted  to  support  both  these  ordinances  and  will  advocate  for  their  approval. 

•  On  November  18,  United  Way  will  host  HomeWalk  in  DTLA  at  Grand  Park.  This  event  raises  awareness  and  financial 
support  to  house  homeless  individuals.  CCA  is  hosting  a  team  to  participate  in  this  event  and  encourages  members  to  join 
our  team. 

•  Shelter  Partnership  is  an  organization  that  devotes  its  resources  to  combating  homelessness.  They  focus  on  policy 
development,  advocacy  and  provision  of  resources  to  other  organizations  who  support  homelessness. 


Community  Exchange  Day  at  Chrysalis 
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Last  week,  we  hosted  our  second  Community  Exchange  Day  at  Chrysalis.  CCA  members  came  to  the  Chrysalis  Downtown 
Center  to  hear  about  the  high-quality  work  they  do  to  prepare  individuals  for  employment.  We  also  visited  The  Bin,  a  storage  facility 
in  DTLA  where  the  city's  homeless  population  can  store  their  property  free  of  charge.  Nearly  1,500  individuals  use  The  Bin  to  store 
their  possessions.  It  was  a  great  first-hand  learning  experience  to  see  the  work  being  done  on  homelessness.  Thank  you  to  Mark 
Loranger,  CEO  of  Chrysalis,  and  the  rest  of  the  Chrysalis  team  for  making  our  Community  Exchange  Day  a  success  and  for  their 
dedication  to  making  LA  a  great  city  for  all.
